ality of the school code passed in 
1914 was upheld by the court of ap- 
peals for Holmes county according 
to the decision announced here to- 
day 
The court held that members 


of the counfy board of education are 
not actually county officers, since 
their jurisdiction does not include 
city school districts in any county, 
and therefore need not be elected by 
popular vote. 
Tne constitution pro- 


vides that all county officers shall be 
elected by the people. 
Members of county boards of edu- 


cation are appointed by presidents 
ot all district boards within the coun- 


ty, and the law was attacked as on- 
constitutional on this 'basis.

Wilson's Railroad Policy. 


(New York World.) 


The president's discussion of 


transportation problem in his 
the 
ad- 
dress to congress might in less trou- 
blesome times command an almost 
exclusive public attention. 


The president treats the subject 


in general terms, but in asking for a 
commission to ascertain by careful 
inquiry "whether our laws as at pres- 
ent framed and administered are as 
serviceable as they might be in the 
solution of the problem," he is set- 
ting forth on a policy like that which 
gave to the country tne Banking and 
Currency law. 


The railroad problem is greatly 


complicated by a dual sovereignty, 
but so was the banking problem be- 
fore it was dealt with scientifically. 


Until 1887 railroads were exclu- 


sively under state control. Since the 
enactment of the original interstate 
commerce 
law, state 
governments 


and the national government 
have 


each imposed their own authority; 
and as these complicated codes of 
regulation have been built up each 
regardless of the other, the confu- 
sion has been cumulative, in spite of 
the general balance of public benefit. 


It ought to be possible for a com- 


petent commission to prepare a new 
railroad act which would leave to the 
states control over interstate trans- 
portation, which would give the fed- 
eral authority all necessary 
power 


over interstate traffic and 
which 


would keep the railroads from being 


round to death between two mill- 
stones. 


It is merely a question of substi- 


uting scientific and practical legisla- 
lon for haphazard legislation.

Women Educators.

The interior department has issued 


an educational directory out of which 
the Observer has secured some enter- 
tainment. 
This paper is interested 


in the steady progress the women are 
making in the educational world, and 
the directory gives evidence of its 
'rapid advancement. One significant 
fact is that out of 12,000 conspicu- 
ous positions listed by this directory, 
2500, largely administrative in char- 
acter, are held by women. 
These 


2500 positions include college pres- 
idents, state superintendents of pub- 
lic instruction, county superintend- 
ents, heads of departments of indus- 
trial training in colleges and univer- 
sities, directors on boards of state 
institutions, and librarians. 
Other 


facts are worth following up. It is 
learned from the directory that 24 
of the 622 colleges and universities 
listed are presided over by women. 
Of the nearly 3000 county superin- 
tendents in the country 508 are wo- 
men. The tendency to fill this posi- 
tion with women is almost wholly 
confined to the west. 
One state, 


Montana, has not one man as coun- 
ty 
superintendent. 
Wyoming 
has 


only two. 
Kentucky is the 
only 


southern state that utilizes women 
in this office; the state has 26 wo- 
men as county superintendents. 


Women have almost a monopoly 


of library positions.

public libraries and society libraries

prepare the plans for a mechanical 
filtration plant was held not within 
the provisions of 
the constitution 


giving home rule to cities and con- 
ferring upon them the power to ac- 
quire and operate public utilities. 


Shyrock's counsel contended 
the 


constitution gave the General Assem- 
bly of the state power to enact emer- 
gency laws necessary for the imme- 
diate preservation

Shells From the Bombardment 
by 


Germans and Austrians Fell 


Near Hospital. 


[Associated Press Correspondence] 
Vienna, Dec. 3.—Dr. Edward W. 


Ryan, chief of the 
American Red 


Cross mission in Serbia, has arrived 
here from Belgrade, with five physi- 
cians and eleven nurses who had re- 
mained on duty until, with the tak- 
ing of Belgrade by the Germans and 
'Anstrians, the work of the 
Ameri- 


cans came to an end. 
There were 


still some two hundred patients in 
the hospital when the mission was 
abandoned, tout Dr. Rjan did not care 
to remain under the altered condi- 
tions. 


At the beginning of the bombard- 


ment proceeding the taking of the 
city, a number of shells fell near 
the hospital

After that no shells fell near 
enough to be uncomfortable.

ence came m Budapest, where 
he 


Btopped for a day on tUe way to Vi- 
enna. 
He was dining in 
a 
hotel 


•when some Hungarian officials en- 
tered the room, asked if he was Dr 
Ryan and, being assured of his iden- 
tity, informed him that he was un- 
der arrest. 
He asked for explana- 


tions. 


"Your trunk has exploded, injur- 
ing a number of people at the rail- 
yf&y station," was the answer. 


The doctor went under escort to 


the station. 
There he learned that 


•when his trunk \\as unloaded from 
the baggage-car and dropped on the 
platform, there was a hea%y explo- 
sion whicn had injured three men, 
one of them ha\ing a leg eo badly 
lacerated that he had to be removed 
to a hospital. The station \\as filled at 
the time and a panic ensued, in 
which se\eral persons were thrown 
down in the mad rush to get out of 
the building. 
.Fragments 
of 
the 


trunk and its contents were scatter- 
ed all about the platform and other 
pieces of baggage and a truck had 
been more or less damaged. 


Dr. Ryan was informed that a fine 


of thirty thousand crowns had been 
imposed on him, and that he must 
also satisfy the 
personal 
damage 


claims of the three baggage men in- 
jured. 
There began a series of ne- 


gotiations which lasted three dajs, 
during which Dr. Ryan found him- 
self alternately in the hands of the 
civil and military power.

age claims took the

course, 


j Finally the fine was completely can- 


celled, and settlement was effected 
with the three \ictims of the explos- 
ion for pbout three hundred crowns.

he concludes that the person

packed his trunk included the shell. 
His personal loss 
is considerable. 


The trunk, which was a large one, 
contained his instruments, a winter 
outfit, and some valuable gifts from 
grateful Serbian friends,

two fine old rugs.

DURING THE WAR.

London, Dec. 4.—"The total de- 


struction of life during two years of 
war will reach 20,000,000 persons" 
declared Professor Louis C. Parkes, 
of the Government Health Service, at 
the annual meeting of the Royal In- 
stitute of 'Sanitarians, just conclud- 
ed here. 


The speaker expressed the 
hope, 


however, that 
this 
loss 
of 
life 


might somehow prove a blessing in 
disguise, resulting eventually 
in a 


distinct improvement in 
European 


civilization. 


"In the past ages," 
said 
Prof. 


Parkes, "evolution of higher types in 
animal and vegetable life has gener- 
ally 
resulted 
from 
cataclysmic 


changes in animal 
and 
vegetable 


changes and great 
destruction 
by 


plague, pestilence, and famine 
has 


led to an advance in civilization. So 
it is possible that this Armageddon 
may be of ultimate benefit to hu- 
manity."

speaker 


declared that every country in Eu- 
rope has shown a decreasing birth- 
rate during the past decade, with the 
exception of Bulgaria, Rumania and 
Ireland.

Set In In October. 


(Associated Press Correspondence.) 


Vienna, Nov. 30.—The extent 
to 


which cholera followed the war in- 
to Austro-Hungary is shown by an 
official statement to the effect that 
the disease was epidemic only 
m 


Galicia, where the weekly number ot 
cases !n the month of August 
was 


from 1,300 to 4,000. 


Since the middle of September of 


this year 
a 
rapid 
decrease 
was 


noted, and since the first week in 
October the number of cases occur- 
ring weekly has not exceeded 200. 


Outside of Galicia there has been 


nothing resembling an epidemic. In 
the period from August 29th to Octo- 
ber 2d there were according to the 
official statement, omy 140 cases in 
all Austria, with the exception 
ot 


Galicia, Bowkowina and the coast 
districts. In the last 
named two 


places there were 193 cases m the 
period stated. There have been 743 
cases in all Austria since October 2. 


The maximum number of cases in 


Hungary never exceeded 
4,000, a 


number which was reached in the 
two weeks of June among Russian 
prisoners of war. 
Except for this 


the maximum was 600 cases in the 
beginning of August. Since Septem- 
ber the number has remained under 
100 cases per week. 


The official statement 
does not 


give the number of deaths 
from 


cholera.
